PREFACE 



This selected, annotated bibliography is designed to 
serve as a guide to instructional resources for teaching 
about contemporary Latin America at the secondary school 
level. The scope of the bibliography covers a wide range 
of educational materials and in selection an attempt has 
been made to Include only the more significant and most 
recently published materials available in English and 
useful at the secondary level, A separate bibliography 
has been prepared for elementary school social studies. 

Part I of the bibliography includes a listing of recent 
books and pamphlets which have content devoted primarily to 
Latin America and which can be used as supplementary materl- 
teacher and student. It consists of two sub- 
divisions 5 one for grades seven through nine and the other 
for grades ten through twelve. Most major series of books 
and pamphlets printed In English are Included in this 
division and each series is annotated as a group. Books 
not Included in a series are individually annotated. Most 
books In this latter category have been published or printed
